The answer to ques

ance. In this case, the penitent 
is fearful of recommitting a ha- 
bitual sin because of human 
weakness. It is precisely in or- 
der to enable the earnest-minded 
penitent to overcome. these 
lapses from grace, that Christ 
has instituted the Sacrament of 
Penance. Christ says: “Without 
Me can do nothing.”
